Livestock .Dealer’s Licences 
The reason why livestock deal- 
ers are lieensed is to protect the 
farmer selling stock to them. 
The only way that can be made 
effective is for farmers to make

Care of Small Fruit Bushes 
Many of the raspberry, cur- 
rant and gooseberry patches 
seen around the country do not 
produce as well as they should. 
Often this is because they are not 
properly pruned, Raspberry 
canes die after producing fruit 
and this dead wood should be 
cleaned: out. Young shoots should 
be pruned out until-there are six 
or seven canes’ per square foot 
of ‘row for ‘best. production.

News Report — 
From Edmonton 


By Ken Mason 


EDMONTON — Alberta’s edu- 
cation system is undergoing the 
most microscopic examination of 
its life at the hands of the Cam- 
eron Royal Commission. 

The commission wound up its 
initial public hearings in the 
capital city last week,, then be- 
gain a tour through other parts 
of the province to hear briefs 
and submissions from interested 
organizations and individuals. 

It probably will be at least a 
year before the commission is 
ready to report its findings to 
the government, but one result 
of the investigation is already 
apparent: 


It has generated tremendous 
interest in the Alberta education 
program. 

This is evident in the fact that 
the six-member commission, set 
up late last. year by the govern- 
ment, has received well over 100 
briefs. Before the hearings are 
over, it may be closer to 200. 

Originally, the commission 
was scheduled to hear some 60 
briefs in Edmonton during the 
first session of public hearings. 
But more arrived in ‘the mail 
every day, and it soon became 
obvious that the 15 days set 
aside weren’t sufficient. So the 
commission sat only 10 days here 
and heard 26 briefs before mov- 
ing on, Hearings will resume in 
Edmonton in the fall. 

Most of the briefs heard so 


far have had one thing in com- |ed 


mon. They express dissatisfac- 
tion with the way the schools 
are doing things today. They say 
the students aren’t receiving the 
solid background in the basic 
academic subjects, and that 
‘ standards all round are lower 
‘than they were .20 years ago. 
One of the strongest attacks 
on the present system came from 
the Association of Professional 
Engineers of Alberta. It said the 
“persistent lowering in  stand- 
ards of ‘high school graduates” 
is making it increasingly diffi- 
cult to meet Canada’s growing 
demands for trained personnel. 


The engineers were particu- 
larly unhappy about deficien- 
cies in English, mathematics, 
physics and chemistry. Adding 
weight to their argument was 
the appearance before the Com- 
mission of members of the uni- 
versity engineering faculty, who 
have experience in dealing with 
the products of the province’s 
high schools. : 

The association deplored the 
trend in the schools to accept 
the responsibility for develop- 
ment of the “whole child.” It 
said society does not want the 
school to train the whole child 
— that the home and the church 
have: their responsibilities too. 
The fundamental responsibility 
of the school is to teach the fund- 
amental academic skills, it ‘said. 

- The engineers’ submission had, 
added strength because of the 
fact that professional | 
appeared with the delegation: 
but that was not the case with| 
most of the other organziations. 

Senator Donald Cameron, com- 
mission chairman, has been ask- 
ing for specific evidence to sup- 
port claims that the school syst- 
em is falling down on the. job, 
but so far he ‘has received prac- 
tically nothing. Mostly, it has 
been hearsay and opinion. 

The school system was defend- 
ed by the Alberta Teachers’ As-. 
sociation? But the ATA wasn’t 
too happy about.the way the 
province trains teachers. The as- 
sociation spoke in favor of abol- 
fishing the one-year training 
course and requiring the four- 
year university degree course as 
the sole basis for teacher certifi- 
cation. 

It argued that raising stand- 
ards would improve the prestige 
of the teaching profession and 
thereby attract more young 
people into careers in education. 

While the public hearings are 
an important part of the com- 
mission’s job, it is expected that

CALGARY, April 28 — Ap- 
proximately 3,000 men will be 
working this year in the field
